Subject,— Import of Milk Powder — S. No. 9/IV of the I.T.C. Schedule. 

No 130 ITC(PN)/69.—Attention of the Importers is invited to remark (i) 
against S. No. 9/IV in the Red Books for April/September, 1969 and October 
1969/March, 1960, licensing periods, wherein it is stated that quota licences Issued 
for this serial No. will be valid for import of powdered milk containing not less 
than 18 per cent, cream and which is exclusively intended for infant feeding. It 
is also laid down therein that in case of doubt, the established importers should 
consult the local Custom House before imports of doubtful brands are made. 

It is again emphasised for the information of the importers that under this 
serial No. import of milk power exclusively intended for Infant feeding is at 
present allowed in view of difficult foreign exchange situation and that they 
should in their own Interest consult the various Customs Houses beforehand for 
information as to what brands of milk would be permitted.

No. 131-ITC(PN)/59.—Attention of the Importers Is Invited to the entries 
against S. No. 122(x)/V in Section II of the current Red Book from which it will 
be seen that Casein is licensable to Established Importers on a quota of 5 per 
cent. I 

2, As a result of certain representations, this question has been reviewed and 

it has been decided that additional licence.^ will be granted to Established Impor¬ 
ters on the basis of a quota of 20 per cent. These additional quota licences will 
be valid only for import of Casein and no portion thereof could be utilised for 
import of synthetic resins. I [ 

3. Applications for additional licences may be made in the prescribed form 
and manner to the licensing authorities at the ports as soon as possible but not 
later than 12th February, 1960, Wliercvcr necessary, applicants should send 
suitable treasury challans in support of their applications.
